Sanctification 


The thing that God and His Church 
are in need of is people who will seek the 
will of God and then endeavor to per- 
form it. For a text, in 1 Thess. 4:3 
you'll find these words: “For this is the 
will of God even your sanctification.” 

For some time I’ve felt impressed to 
write on this great experience that God 
has provided for His people through His 
beloved Son. It’s a subject that’s weli 
discussed among ministers and the laity 
of many movements, and in the dis- 
cussions the thought arises, Will it actual- 
ly do for us what some say it will—make 
pure the defiled man, change his nature, 
and free him from the conscience of sins 
and sin? 

I’m not going to say that the Church 
of God is losing its sanctification because 
that couldn’t be so. God is going to re- 
tain a sanctified Church as long as He 
leaves it on earth. Individuals may back- 
slide and lose their sanctification but Je- 
sus will choose His bride from a sancti- 
fied, Holy-Ghost-filled Church when He 
presents it to Himself. You no doubt have 
heard the statemen; that, “I’ve been 
sanctified hundreds of times since the 
first time,” but I contend that when one 
loses the experience of sanctification the 
temple becomes defiled and _ they lose 
their inheritance in God’s promises.

SANCTIFICATION IN ITS FULL- 
NESS 


God always has demanded holiness of 
His people and always will. Altho’ man 
in the beginning fell short of His plan, 
God in these last days, with His love 
wherewith He loved us, even when we 
were dead in sins, hath quickened us to- 
gether with Christ and has revealed His 
holiness to the extent that we can sense 
its reality. 


“In the beginning God created man in 
his own image, male and female created 
He them.” Gen. 1:27. Man was the ex- 
press image of God and in the likeness of 
His holiness, but through the deceitful- 
ness of sin (Satan) man was brought in- 
to subjection to the law of sin and death. 
Wherefore, by one man sin entered into 
the world, and death by sin, and so death 
passed upon all men, for that all have 
sinned, Romans 5:12. God set to work as 
soon as man had fallen to make a plan of 
redemption, and did so in the presence 
of Satan in the garden. Gen. 3:15. God 
knew it would take His Son, but He was 
willing to do it to redeem His loved 
image from sin and death. Notice James 
1:18, ‘“Begat he us with the word of 
truth.” John said He was the Word and 
Jesus Himself said He was the Truth. 
God didn’t make this plan to set men and 
women back in the garden of Eden, but 


He did do it to restore man back to holi- 
ness and give him access into heaven. 
“Follow peace with all men, and holiness 
without which no man shall see _ the 
Lord.” Hebrews 12:14. If you take this as 
the inspired Word of God, then you'll 
readily agree that it will take old-time 
holiness to enter in. 


I once made the statement that no 
one but holiness folks would enter into 
glory, and one lady called me to record 
about it. But it’s true. If we’re going to 
be in Christ’s Church we'll have to be a 
holy saint. Sanctification when experi- 
enced in its fullness will meet God’s qual- 
ification to enter in, Then we agree that 
God’s plan from the fall was to purify 
the unclean and give them inheritance in 
the holy heavens. Without the shedding 
of blood there is no remission of sin. So 
for God to bring about His plan He re- 
quires the blood of a living sacrifice to 
sanctify His people and separate them 
from the world (ungodliness). We read 
of how God calls Abram at ninety-nine 
years old and commands a perfect life, 
Gen. 17:1, and out of the loins of this 
man God chooses His people, Israel. On 
mount Horeb God makes a covenant, the 
law. One of God’s greatest commands 
was, “Ye shall be holy for I am holy.” 
Lev. 11:44; 1 Pet. 1:16. And Paul in his 
writing states that this law was to bring

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How To Identity Believers

Mark 16:17, 18, “And these signs shall 
follow them that believe; In my name 
shall they cast out devils; they shall 
speak with new tongues; they shall take 
up serpents; and if they drink any dead- 
ly thing, it shall not hurt them; they 
shall lay hands on the sick, and they shall 


recover.” 


In connection with the catalog of 
signs given above, we read in verse 20, 
“And they went forth, and preached ev- 
ery where, the Lord working with them, 
and confirming the word with signs fol- 
lowing.” This one scripture is proof 
enough, without the record of another 
one, that all five of these signs followed 
the hands of that humble band of minis- 
ters as they went forth and boldly de- 
clared the whole counsel of God. I don’t 
believe they laid stress on one and eased 
over the other, do you? 


2 Cor. 4:2 warns us to not use the 
Word of God deceitfully. Prov. 30:6 says 
add not unto His Word, nor take from 
it, lest He reprove thee and thou be 
found a liar. Jesus said, “Man shall not 
live by bread alone, but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth of 
God.” It is a noticeable fact that our 
ministry, as wel] as other Pentecostal 
ministries, stress the fact that those who 
obtain the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
SHALL speak with new tongues. The 
same Jesus who said the believers 
SHOULD speak with new tongues, put 
the SHALL to the other signs, with the 
exception of the one in reference te 
drinking anything deadly. 

Sick folks, demon-possessed folks, and 
folks desiring the Holy Ghost are all 
about us today. They are harmless, con- 
sequently it requires no great amount of 
faith and boldness to declare the SHALL 
concerning their cases, but I fear, yea, J 
am sure, fellow believers, that there is an 
accute tendency to veer from the SHALL 
concerning the serpents. I am sure that 
when God lays the message of signs fol- 
lowing believers on us to deliver, that He 
wants us to preach it just as it is. If we 
will, He is under obligation to work with 
us confirming His Word. I am persuaded 
to believe that on the strength of Mark 
16:20, I have more ground to say that 
the sign of handling serpents followed the 
hands of those believers than for any one 
to say it did not. No certain one or ones 
are designated. 


Fifteen or twenty years ago, when this 
scripture together with the other great 
fundamental truths promulgated by the 
Church of God were fearlessly declared, 


God marvelously worked with His peo- 
ple and confirmed His Word. This con- 
vinced sinners of the reality of God’s 
Word and many were converted unto 
Him. There are those who will read this, 
who have been used of God in this mi- 
raculous way. How do you stand today? 
Shall we dare turn traitor to His mighty 
ord and hope to keep His favor? 


Having been located the greater part 
of my ministry in regions where poison- 
ous snakes do not abound, I have never 
had this sign to follow in my meetings, 
nevertheless I have not failed to preach 
it as emphatically as the other signs, and 
expect to continue to do so. 


Jesus, in speaking to the rich man re- 
garding sending Lazarus back to warn 
his brothers, said “They have Moses and 
the prophets; let them hear them... . 
If they hear not Moses and the prophets, 
neither will they be persuaded, though 
one rose from the dead.” Let’s believe and 
teach the Word, regardless of results or 
conditions. 


When just a babe in Christ, I asked a 
good Pentecostal brother about the sign 
concerning serpents, as he preached the 
other signs so emphatically and he ran 
me off over the island where Paul was 
gathering some sticks and one laid hold 
of his hand. I said, “Oh, but that was 
accidentally done.” He said, “Yes.” I said, 
“Then we would have to apply the other 
signs the same way.” But he would not 
hear to that. Brethren, we must be con- 
sistent and rightly divide the Word as 
Timothy was admonished to do. 


When we preach the Word concerning 
regeneration, sanctification, and the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost, God works with 
us by sending His Spirit to draw sinners 
to Him, etc. We cannot make them re- 
pent and line up. That is God’s part and 
we would make a miserable failure if we 
tried by human force to do so. Likewise 
with the signs. If we are prompted by 
anything else other than the superna- 
tural power of God, shame and reproach 
will be the consequence and by reason of 
one failure to keep in the Spirit, THE 
WAY OF TRUTH will be evil spoken 
of, as has been done in many instances. 

The Word says, “How shall they be- 
lieve in him of whom they have not 
heard? and how shall they hear withou~ 
a preacher? and how shall they preach, 
except they be sent?” 

Beloved, how can we preach the signs 
if we do not believe them? and how 
can we stand justified unless we DO be- 
lieve them? AMEN.

THE CHRISTIAN’S CONSCIENCE 

“And herein do I exercise myself, to 
have always a conscience void of of- 
fence toward God, and toward men,” 
Acts 24:16, 

The Christian’s pure conscience, like 
the magnetic needle, always points true. 
In the light of God’s revealed word, and 
under the illumination of the Spirit of 
God, he is safely guided and thus fol- 
lows on to please God. “I thank God. . . 
whom I serve... with pure con- 
science,” says the Apostle (2 Tim. 1:3). 

1. A clear, clean conscience is the dead 
level basis, or center, from which all of 
our Christian life operates. No thought, 
word, or act should be entertained for a 
minute if it defiles the conscience. It is 
thus that faith, love, peace, purity, and 
all that pertains to the Christian experi- 
ence is destroyed. 

2. To possess such a conscience was the 
high point of attainment with the 
Apostle, His very best thought and ef- 
fort were needed. “Holding faith and a 
good conscience” is the way he expresses 
it. This was no ordinary profession but 
positive possession. By faith he held on 
and obeyed, while others failed and made 
“shipwreck” of their faith (1 Tim. 1: 
19) and of course conscience and all. 

3. We read of some whose conscience 
smote them (2 Sam. 24:10) condemn 
them (Gen. 42:21), or testified 
against them. It is a poor type of Chris- 
tian that can entertain evil in spirit, or 
in act, and not feel a check of con- 
science, and yet how many thousands of 
professed Christians have so abused their 
consciences that they act feebly, or maybe 
not at all, any more. Let us remember 
that “if our heart condemn us, God is 
greater than our heart, and knoweth all 
things” (1 John 3:20). 

4. There is a description of unbeliev- 
ers whose minds and consciences are de- 
filed so that to them nothing is pure 
(Titus 1:15). How darkened such souls, 
and how far from God. They are like the 
wreck at sea, drifting on an angry tide 
with all communications severed. 

5. How blessed that the blood of Je- 
sus has been shed as a remedy to purge 
the sinful, darkened ‘“‘conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God” 
(Heb. 9:14), and how blessed that we 
may walk with God and serve Him in a 
way that pleases Him. “If we walk in 
the light as he is in the light, we have 
fellowship one with another, and the 
blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth 


us from all sin” (1 John 1:7), There are 
two distinct phases of the Christian ex- 
perience. First, the testimony of your own 
heart, a clear conscience. Second, the di- 
vine testimony, the witness of the Spirit. 
These two agree in testimony of the same 
gteat fact—the salvation of your soul. 





THE SECRET OF POWER 

Much is said in God’s Word about 
power, and being filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and His working in and through 
men. 

Some way people generally have the 
feeling that power, Holy Ghost power, 
in an unusual way, is connected with men 
who have extraordinary faith, blessing or 
effectiveness of any kind in the Chris- 
tian life, and this is true. Yet all who in 
any sense or degree are spiritual, are so 
because of the operation of the Holy 
Ghost upon them and in their lives. But 
why should we not have the Spirit of 
God upon our lives in full measure? It 
is by the operation of the Holy Ghost 
that the life of Jesus is imparted to the 
believer, and in the same manner every 
grace of the Christian life and character 
is realized. So the fullness of the Holy 
Ghost means the fullness of the gospel 
of Christ. Such a life is a life of power. 
power over sin and self, power in demon- 
strating the truths of the gospel, and 
in winning others to the Lord. It is the 
life provided for every Christian. We 
give some secrets of living this life. 

1. Such a life depends on strict con- 
formity to the will of God in our per- 
sonal, daily walk. Jesus said, “Follow me 
and I will make you fishers of men.” and 
many other scriptures show the same 
thought. An up-and-down, careless sort 
of life forms no basis for the operation 
of God’s Holy Spirit. “Be ye holy for I 
am holy.” 

2. Other very necessary conditions to 
a life of unusual blessing and power are 
communion with God through His Word, 
meditation, and prayer, with a determina- 
tion, and a real effort, to know the will 
of God. 

3. We must be willing to suffer the 
consequences of such a life. It calls for 
crucifixion to the world, with a great 
deal of self-denial, sacrifice, and cross- 
bearing, and will be followed by perse- 
cutions, tribulations and misunderstand- 
ings, from even our brethren, as well 1s 
from the world around us. 

4. God bestows His power upon men 
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that His name may be glorified, and His 
Kingdom extended upon earth and among 
men. For this cause we must desire it, 
and for this cause we nwst seek Him, that 
He in all things may have the pre-emi- 
nence and be glorified. Amen.

DISCOURAGEMENT 

“For thou, Lord, hase made me glad 
through thy work,” Psa. 92:4. 

God’s children constantly meet cir- 
cumstances that weaken and discourage 
them. Such experiences are some times 
so bewildering and trying that those who 
have them feel for the time being that 
they are forsaken of God and man. 

1. Some of the most noble of God’s 
servants have been among the number 
who have suffered such discouragements, 
as Abraham, Moses, Elijah, David, and 
others. 

2. For one to suffer discouragement is 
not necessarily an indication of out- 
broken sin. Take Elijah for instance. Few 
men have ever prayed as he, finding fav- 
or with God and bringing down His pres- 
ence and power among men, and yet 
right in the midst of great victory he 
had such a spell of discouragement and 
fear that he ran away, sat down under 
a juniper tree and wished that he might 
die. (1 Kings 19:4.) There is no evidence 
of sin in Elijah. If he did show cowardice 
in fleeing for his life under the threat 
of the wicked queen, God did not repri- 
mand him for this. 

3. Discouragement may result from a 
variety of causes. We believe rhat all dis- 
couragement comes from Satan primar- 
ily, but he must have some avenue 
through which to work, He may work 
through the weakness of the flesh, a di- 
seased or tired body, or through natural 
causes or conditions that exist in a fal- 
len, sinful world. Satan knows as well as 
any one else that discouragement will 
weaken God’s children and pave the way 
ultimately for their defeat. God said to 
Joshua, “Be strong and of good cour- 
age; be not afraid, neither be thou dis- 
mayed: for the Lord thy God is with 
thee whithersoever thou goest” (Josh. 1: 
9). 

4. God has not only commanded His 
servants to hold their ground, and go 
forward boldly, but He has made full 
provision for them. “1 am with thee.” 
“My grace is sufficient for thee.” 

§. It is up to us then by a definite 
personal effort to make full use of the 
means at our disposal, put on the “whole 
armor of God,” be “faithful” in the 
little things as well as the larger, and 
we may overcome all discouragements.

ZENO C. THARP, Secretary, Mission Board 
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OFF WITH A SMILE ON 
ANOTHER WORLD 
MISSION TOUR 


At the 1935 General Assembly we had 
several prospective missionaries who were 
applying to the Mission Board, and I told 
them to wait on everyone else, making 
me a last consideration. I was never called 
before the board, but I made it plairt to 
the chairman, that I did not want them 
to put any restrictions on me, that I on- 
ly wanted one more year in which 
to carry my missionary journeyings to 
the ends of the earth—so to speak, I said 
that I did not know but what I would 
walk up the streets of Addis Ababa in 
Ethiopia and say good-morning to the 
king of kings—the Christian Emperor— 
and ask him if he had received the Holy 
Ghost since he believed. I meant this and 
included Ethiopia in my itinerary,  al- 
though I did not stop on the way around, 
due to the sudden turn of events; name- 
ly, the Italo-Ethiopian war. The chairman 
replied saying, “We are not putting any 
restrictions on you, Brother Ingram.” 
The manner is which Brother Williams 
addressed me on this occasion helped me 
in a way that could not be valued in 
dollars and cents, for he spoke in such a 
gentle tone of voice that I could not help 
but feel that he was sincere, and in a 
great measure reflected the sentiment 
of the entire board. A missionary’s suc- 
cess on the field is not due to the amount 
of financial help he may be getting, for 
often this is the last and least attribute, 
but the bonds of sweet fellowship and 
communion in the Spirit, backed up by 
prayer are not bounded by oceans, and 
are the underlying principles that bring 
success. 

I feel that I should take time and 
space, just here, to mention the names 
of this noble group of men who make up 
our Foreign Mission Board. Their names 
are as follows: E. W. Williams, Chair- 
man, Overseer of Florida; Zeno C. Tharp, 
Secretary, Superintendent of Education 
in the Church of God; T. M. McClen- 
don, State Overseer of Kentucky; E. C. 
Clark, Overseer of West Virginia, and 
M. P. Cross, Overseer of Tennessee: I 
should not be unmindful of the past 
ex-members, especially tue following 
named: E. M. Ellis, J. P. Hughes, and E. 
L. Simmons. 

Our present General Overseer, J. H. 
Walker, has helped me much, in many 
ways. We quote from his last letters 
written to me in California, before I left 


on my first world-tour: 

“Dear Brother Ingram: 

“I sincerely appreciate your good 
letters, and assure you that our 
prayers are with you on yuur round- 
the-world tour. Away over here in 
this cold, sub-zero weather at times, 
your letters bring warmth and en- 
thusiasm that cannot be crushed 
down with ‘I can’t’. God is able to 
help us. We need to do more on 
missions, and I believe we will. I am 
102 per cent for missions, were it 
possible. I know you must be busy 
preparing for your tour and we are 
all enthused about it over here, ask- 
ing God to especially bless and help 
you in this undertaking. If it were 
the Lord’s will I certainly would like 
to go with you on this trip, but of 
course it is impossible. Remember by 
all means, we want you to return for 
the Assembly to give us new inspira- 
tion and information regarding our 
missionary work, as you’ know, 
Brother Ingram, we must do more 
for missions than we have in the 
past. May God help us.” 

Then there is Brother R. P. Johnson, 
our Assistant General Overseer; S. W. 
Latimer, Editor and Publisher; and E. J. 
Boehmer, General Secretary. I have not 
been intimately associated with Brothers 
Johnson and Boehmer, but their work 
speaks for itself. They are both 100 per 
centers for missions! As for Brother Lati- 
mer, I have seen him tried out on the 
field in the Southwestern States and in 
Mexico, during his regime as General 
Overseer, and, though he is far my su- 
perior in years, he was never known to 
lag behind when on the march. The fact 
was he liked walking and could outwalk 
many of our young men. I have thought 
many times, how I would liked to have 
had him along on some of these big trips. 
His kind and fatherly advice has proved 
to be a source of help and inspiration at 
times when I was faced with discourag- 
ing problems. God bless vou, Brother 
Latimer! I wish I had you over here in 
London right now. We would take a stroll 
down Piccadilly Strand, back up through 
the Queen’s Gardens to Primrose Hill, 
and we could hollo “Hallelujah” when 
and where we pleased for we enjoy abso- 
lute freedom of worship here in England. 

At the last General Assembly the Mis- 
sion Board re-appointed me as overseer of 
the Latin American work, with the un- 
derstanding I was to travel between times 
in the interest of the work in_ other 
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fields. So I mapped out three trips, one 
of which I proposed to make. One of 
them called for a tour of Central and 
South America and the West Indies. The 
second was to include Europe, and the 
third one etxended to India. So the 
brethren decided that I should be allowed 
to make the longer trip, and said the 
sooner I got going the better it would 
suit them, not that they were wanting to 
rush me off, but they knew I was anxious 
to get started, and did not want to hinder 
me. So Brother Walker, the General Over- 
seer, accompanied me as far as Central 
America, where we had a blessed time in 
the Lord, as before stated. 


I am in London at this time, having 
completed a mission tour of England and 
Wales, where we have open doors and 
have had wonderful meetings. Our last 
article was written from Barbados, B. W. 
I., where we organized three more 
churches and got a call to set another in 
order, just as I was leaving. On the way 
across we called at Martinique and Guad- 
cloupe in the French West Indies. In ad- 
dition to the Spanish—which is quite 
easy for me now—I have learned to read 
fairly good—the Bible I mean—in two 
other languages of Latin origin, and hope 


to take up the study of French Iater, so - 


I can minister in these other islands where 
English is not spoken. 

From here I go overland through Eu- 
rope, after crossing France and the North 
Sea, visiting in Belgium, the Grand 
Duchy of Luxemburg, Germany, Swit- 
zerland and Italy, joining the ship at 
Naples for the crossing of the Mediter- 
ranean Sea to Egypt. From there I go 
to Palestine, Syria and Transjordania. 
Returning again to Egypt, we cross the 
Red Sea and the Indian Oceans to Ceylon, 
from where we take another boat to the 
mainland of India. This was as far as I 
had planned on going, but since receiv- 
ing an urgent call to China, am going 
back that way completing another circle 
around the globe. I will wind up in Van- 
couver, British Columbia, Canada, from 
where I will go by train down the west 
coast through Washington and Oregon, 
to my home in Southern California. After 
a few nights’ rest, I will be hurrying 
across the continent again to Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., where we have been do- 
nated the use of the million-dollar Sol- 
diers and Sailor’s Memorial Auditorium 
for our 32nd Annual Assembly. That is 
my present itinerary, there being no pro- 
vidential hindrance. Our main campaigas 
will be in Germany, Egypt, Palestine, 
The Holy Land, India, and China, but 
we expect to do a lot of preliminary work 
in several other countries. From India we 
go to the Malay Peninsu!a, Hong Kong 
and South China, Northeast China, in-

us to Christ, Gal. 3:24, the one who 
takes away sin, John 1:29. 

There are many types in the Old Testa- 
ment, under the law of sacrifice, that 
verify God’s plan of redemption and thie 
work of sanctification. But the best and 
most convincing is that of the leper’s 
cleansing, in Lev. 14:1-8. The first step, 
he must be brought to the priest. We too 
must come to our high priest, Jesus. 
Next, he must have two birds alive and 
clean, and cedar wood, and scarlet, and 
hyssop. We must bring our all a living 
sacrifice holy and acceptable unto God. 
Romans 12:1. The one was to be killed 
over running water, which is a type of 
being saved. The leper and the other are 
to be sprinkled with its blood, which is 
cleansing. And the bird loosed in the open 
field is a type of the departure of sin. 
Then the leper was taught to wash him- 
self and be cleansed from all his filthi- 
ness. We too are taught to do the same. 
“Let us cleanse ourselves from all filthi- 
ness of the flesh and spirit, perfecting 
holiness (sanctification) in the fear of 
God.” 2 Cor. 7:1. Glory to Jesus! You 
can mimic the Holy Ghost and seeming- 
ly have great power and yet live like the 
devil, but when you profess to be sanc- 
tified you'll have to walk straight be- 
tween shouts because men know this ex- 
perience is God’s plan of cleansing and 
separation from the world. 

Some say the trouble is rhat our people 
preach sanctification too high and then 
fail to live up to the standard of their 
message. If the blood of Christ won’t 
cleanse every stain and take away sin, He 
is dead in vain and we are all dead in 
sins and will die without hope. 1 Cor. 15: 
17; Ezek. 18:4. God continued law and 
sacrifices until John and since that time 
men press their way into the kingdom. 
Luke 16:16. And at John’s coming Jesus 
comes also, and fulfills the law and takes 
away sin by the sacrifice of Himself. 
Romans 10:4. Hebrews 9:26. God knew 
that the blood of animals couldn’t re- 
move the stain, and He knew that the 
law in its weakness could never complete 
His plan of redemption, so He sent His 
Son a living sacrifice to fulfill the law 
and take away sin. “For what the law 
could not do, in that it was weak through 
the flesh, God sending His own Son in 
the likeness of sinful flesh, and for sin, 
condemned sin in the flesh.” Romans 8: 
3. Then, the rhing which we lost in Adam 
we gain in Christ. “For as in Adam all 
die, even so in Christ shall all be made 
alive.” 1 Cor. 15:22. 

I deem it unnecessary to go into the 
details in this writing and use the many 
scriptures that declare whom this great 
blessing is for, but there is one to which

we want to refer you. We agree that the 
apostles were saved, and had favor with 
Jesus, but He knew it would take greater 
blessings than He was able to give them 
at that time for them to carry out His 
great commission. So He asked His 
Father to keep them from the evil and 
sanctify them through the truth, John 
17:15-17. “And not for these only but 
for all them that might believe on him 
through their word.” Verse 20. We see 
when the shepherd is smitten they ail 
flee and Peter curses and denies Jesus. 
But when they are led to Bethany and re- 
ceive the great joy of sanctification we 
see a different spirit, and they are eager 
to tarry for the promise of the Father, 
the Holy Ghost. If these great men had 
to have this blessing, who were endowed 
with such power, then we should be 
willing to give up this ungodly world and 
serve God according to His plan of holi- 
ness (sanctification). Note the text. 
We must bear in mind that sanctifica- 
tion is provided through Christ, He- 
brews 13:12-16. The writer declares that 
Jesus suffered without the gate to sanc- 
tify the people (the Syriac reads “His 
people”). In the tenth chapter and 
tenth verse he makes it plain that 
through the offering of the body of Je- 
sus we're sanctified. Read Hebrews 10. 


WHAT DOES SANCTIFICATION 
ACTUALLY DO? 


1 John 1:9. “If we confess our sins, 
he is faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, AND to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness.” In this verse is the es- 
sence of the plan of sanctification. If 
we'll confess, He’s just and faithful to 
forgive, and to cleanse. From what? All 
unrighteousnéss, which is sin. 1 John 5: 
17a. All unrighteousness is sin, If all our 
unrighteousness is to be cleansed, then the 
sin principle will be taken out, which is 
the “Old Man” (Adam) Romans 6:6- 
12. “Knowing this, that our old man is 
crucified with him, that ‘the body of sin 
might be destroyed, that henceforth we 
should not serve sin. For he that is dead 
is freed from sin.” Now we’re dead with 
Christ, and we believe that we will live 
with Him. For Christ being raised from 
the dead, dieth no more, death hath no 
more dominion over Him. For He died 
once unto sin, but in that He liveth He 
liveth unto God. Likewise reckon ye 
yourselves to be dead unto sin, and don’t 
allow it to reign in your mortal body. Be- 
cause, when Jesus comes for His sancti- 
fied Church, He is coming without sin 
unto salvation. Hebrews 9:28. 


Some one will ask the question, What 
part of man is sanctified? Notice 1 
Thess. 5:23. “And the very God of peace 
sanctify you wholly; and I pray God 
your whole spirit and soul and body be 
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preserved blameless unto the coming of 
our Lord Jesus Christ.” After reading 
this verse we readily agree that spirit, 
soul, and body are sanctified, preserved 
and kept. Some say it’s the body that 
sins, but every sin is without the body, 
save fornication and he that commits 
such sin sinneth against his own body. 


When man’s spirit and soul are sanc- 
tified, which is that knowing part and 
innermost being, he’ll bring the outward 
man (body) into subjection that it sin 
not. 


“For to be carnally minded is death, 
but to be spiritually minded is life and 
peace. Because the carnal mind is enmity 
against God: for it is not subject unto 
the law, neither indeed can be. So then 
they that are in the flesh cannot please 
God. For if ye live after the flesh, ye 
shall die, but if ye through the Spirit do 
mortify the deeds ot the body, ye shall 
live. For as many as are led by the Spirit 
of God, they are the sons of God.” Rom- 
ans 8:6-8, 13, 14. You can see by this 
that we have a sanctified spirit, soul, and 
body fashioned in the likeness of His 
holiness. ‘Beloved, now are we the sons 
of God, and it doth not yet appear what 
we shall be; but we know that, when he 
shall appear, we shall be like him; for we 
shall see him as he is. And every man 
that hath this hope in him,  purifieth 
himself even as he is pure.” 1 John 3:2, 
a 


Lot’s righteous 
day after day by 
those wicked men 
2:8. But remember this, that the 
devil didn’t rise up in Eve, but he 
had to come to her and persuade her to 
accomplish his plan. So it is with sanc- 
tified folks. The old man is crucified 
(not smothered) and for him to get them 
he'll have to come back, and possibly 
bring some with him. You might say, 
Eve didn’t know any better. Yes, she 
did. She told the serpent (Satan) that 
she’d die the day she ate of the tree. She 
knew God’s will (note the text) but 
failed to perform it, Temptation didn’t 
bring the fall, but actual transgression 
did. Jesus was the second Adam from 
heaven, heavenly, and left you and me the 
example of an overcomer. Matthew 4:1- 
10. ““Whatsoever is born of God over- 
cometh the world: and this is the victory 
that overcometh the world, even our 
faith.” 1 John 5:4. Also 1 Cor. 10:13. 


To those who haven’t sensed the reali- 
ty of this great blessing and don’t know 
the power of overcoming grace, I recom- 
mend Christ the high priest and the in- 
terceder to your prayer of consecration 
that will bring it to your soul. 


In conclusion, read with me Acts 20:32 
and 1 Thess. 5:24. “‘And now, brethren,

cluding the Yangtze River country as 
far as the Province of Shantung. We also 
expect ro make Formosa, Korea and Ja- 
pan, traveling the entire length of the 
Japanese Empire. 


By chance my itinerary put me in Lon- 
don at the time of the Coronation of 
their Majesties, King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth. This event climaxed 
anything of its kind ever recorded in the 
annals of history—in all probability—not 
excluding the glorious occasion on which 
King Solomon took his throne. It was a 
time when all the world was doing hom- 
age. Many thousands crossed oceans, 
traveling tens of thousands of miles in 
order to be here. While others from every 
nation sent greetings by letter, wire and 
radio. This respectful consideration being 
due from all those associated with Great 
Britain in any way, whether it be of a re- 
ligious or secular nature. Inasmuch as 
most of our foreign mission work is czr- 
ried on under the English flag—on which 
the sun never sets—and whereas I 
chanced to be the only representative of 
the Church of God present on the occas- 
ion, I felt it my duty to make some rep- 
resentation. For in so doing it would 
doubtless lend more influence and pres- 
tige to the work which we are trying to 
establish here. I did not know if Brother 
Walker had represented us by letter or 
not, so I sent the following by post, but 
I did not go to see the coronation pro- 
‘cession, as I would have had to stand in 
line for hours, and too, some might get 
the idea that I was just on a pleasure trip 
at the expense of the Church. I do not 
feel that I have to be a “missionary 


globe-trotter” and am only doing _ this 
because I love the cause. If God wants 
me to, I should be willing to condescend 
to a lower position, perhaps a “mission- 
ary village-trotter” somewhere, preaching 
to a little church that no one cares to 
pastor. The following is the text of my 
message to the King, and the reply from 
the Secretary of State, saying the letter 
had been placed before His Majesty. The 
king is so covered up—so to speak—with 
correspondence from all over the world 
on account of the coronation, I may not 
-receive his reply in time to give the text 
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of it at this time,

Now in the course of my _ second 
round-the-world mission tour, I come to 
England as a special representative of the 
Church of God, International Headquar- 
ters, Cleveland, Tenn., U. S. A., and 
count it a great privilege to be here on 
this coronation day. In behalf of the 
Churches of God throughout the world, I 
take this means of sending hearticst 
greetings to Your Majesties: praying that 
the richest blessings of God may rest 
upon you; your beloved Queen Mary, and 
the Royal Family. May the dear Lord 
help you to rule faithfully in the fear of 
God; as you take your seat upon the 
throne, which through righteous tradi- 
tion, is so firmly established in the hearts 
and affection of your loyal subjects 
throughout this great Commonwealth of 
nations.
